LorpD, I GIVE UP ALL MY OWN 
PLANS AND PURPOSES, ALL MY OWN 
DESIRES, AND ACCEPT THY WILL FOR

of Betty Stam who gave her life 
in serving her Lord; and I wanted 
them to be my words, too, but it 
was not yet possible.

This thirteenth chapter of Mat- 

thew is of exceeding great impor- 

tance because here in one group 

are given seven parables, all of 

which prophesy the course of 

events during this age. The things 

taught in the chapter are called 

by Jesus “the mysteries of the 

kingdom of heaven” (vs. 11). The 

last six of the parables all begin 

with the words, “The kingdom of 

heaven is likened unto” or “‘is like 

unto.” Remember that “the king- 

dom of heaven” is a term used 

only in this book of Matthew and 
nowhere else in the Bible. 


“The Kingdom of Heaven’”’ 
Parables 

Remember that the kingdom of 
Heaven was preached as “at hand” 
by John the Baptist (Matt. 3:2), 
by Jesus (Matt. 4:17), by the 
twelve apostles sent out in their 
tours to reach all the cities and 
towns of the Jews (Matt. 10:7). 
This was called “the gospel. of 
the kingdom” (Matt, 4:23; 9:35).

Saul Disobeys God 
(I Samuel 14:47-15:35) 
The Philistines stayed in their 
own country after they were de- 
feated at Michmash, but King 
Saul made war against other na- 
tions that troubled his people. He 
was victorious, and his soldiers 
honored him as a brave leader. 
Saul added to his army every 
strong and brave young man he 
could find. No wonder his army 
grew larger and stronger. Final- 
ly Saul chose his cousin Abner to 
be captain of the forces. 


King Saul got along so well that 
he seemed to forget that his suc- 
cess came from God. He felt proud 
of his many victories. Wrong 
thoughts crept into his mind. He 
began to decide what was right 
to do instead of obeying God's 
commands. 

Before the battle 
Amalekites, Samuel told Saul, 
“You must destroy everything. 
You must not take anything you 
find there.”’ 

Saul gathered an army of two 
hundred and ten thousand men 
and started for Amalek. On the 
way he sent.messengers to the 
Kenites who lived among _ the 
Amalekites. Saul told them, “I 
am coming to destroy the Amale- 
kites. Because you have shown 
kindness to the Israelites, I want 
you to leave the country at once. 
If you do not, you will be in the 
battle against us.” 

The battle against the Amale- 
kites was a great victory for 
Saul. Even though Samuel had 
told him not to keep anything 
from the battle or take anything 
that belonged to their enemies, 
Saul took King Agag prisoner. 
Then when they discovered the 
Amalekites’ valuable cattle, the 
Israelites decided, ‘‘We will save 
the best for ourselves.”’ With King 
Agag and the best cattle they re- 
turned to Israel. 

While Saul and his men 
marched back to their homes, the 
Lord spoke to Samuel, “I am sor- 
ry that I ever made Saul king. 
He does not follow my ways any 
more. He does not obey my com- 
mandments.”’ 

And Samuel, too, was greatly 
disappointed in Saul. All night he 
shed bitter tears and prayed for 
the king. 

The next morning Samuel went 
to meet Saul. When Saul saw the 
Lord's prophet, he-said, “You are 
blessed of the Lord.

We are commanded to “fight the 
good fight of faith’ (1 Tim. 6:12), 
but there is a constant temptation 
to our fleshly natures to stop the 
fight, to make peace at any price, 


-to avoid the reproach of Christ 


which comes by contending for the 
faith. Paul told the elders at 
Ephesus, “For I know this, that 
after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not 
sparing the flock. Also of your own 
selves shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away dis- 


ciples after them” (Acts 20:29, 
30). 
With this in mind Paul com- 


manded them, “Therefore watch, 
and remember...” (Acts 20:31). 

Paul, in prison and about to be 
beheaded, wrote Timothy by di- 
vine inspiration, ‘This thou know- 
est, that all they which are in 
Asia be turned away from me; of 
whom are Phygellus and Hermog- 
enes”’ (II Tim. 1:15). We are 
not told that these men renounced 
the Christian faith, nor even that 
they did not love God, But Paul 
Was in prison; he had made many 
enemies; it was not popular to be 
a friend of Paul and to stand up 
for the Gospel as Paul did. So 
Phygellus and Hermogenes,: no 
doubt good people, born-again men 
who believed the Word of God, 
turned away from Paul. 

In the same letter Paul writes, 
“For Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world 
o - » - €EL ‘Fim. 4:10). I do not. be- 
lieve that Demas was a modern- 
ist. I do not believe he renounced 
the Christian faith, but he loved 
the approval of men and wanted 
their love. He wanted bigger 
crowds than he thought he could 
get just having those who were 
out-and-out fundamentalists co-op- 
erating. So Demas forsook Paul 
for an easier climate and less con- 
tention and no doubt received 
much praise from the brethren 
because of his ecumenical spirit! 

You see, this is an old, old mat- 
ter—as old. as. the human race. 
The only place that modernists 
get new members is: from back- 
slidden -fundamentalists, or fun- 
damentalists who do not like a 
fight, or fundamentalists who are 
specially enamored of _ scholar- 
ship, or fundamentalists who are 
more concerned about the denom- 
jnational program than they are 
about the fundamentals of the 
faith. ~ 

This constant temptation, which 
Galatia to

Now let me ask the question of 
the headline again: Will the “New 
Evangelicals” take over funda- 
mentalist institutions? Will trust- 
ed leaders make peace with the 
modernists, stop the “Fundamen- 
talist-Modernist Controversy,” and 
take Bible-believers back into the 
major denominations which are 
dominated by unbelievers, uncon- 
verted men who are enemies of the 
Bible and of the historic Chris- 
tian faith? Will they lead Bible- 
believers back into the National 
Council of Churches and surren- 
der the battle? Will they deny

Dreams That Never 
Came True! 


A wealthy Dallas woman, Mrs. 
E. J. Carmody, spent nearly fifty 
years living in a downtown hotel 
and dreaming of having a fine 
home of her own. Married in 1906, 
she spent the forty-nine years un- 
til her death in 1955 amassing 
treasures for her dream house. 
None of the treasures—even her 
wedding presents—were ever used, 
but had been sent directly to a 
Dallas warehouse for storage. The 
wedding gifts were still wrapped 
in their original paper. — 

Mrs. Carmody had purchased 
her various treasures, according 
to friends who knew her, only af- 
ter the deepest of consideration. 
One antique silver urn, still bear- 
ing the original bill of sale, showed 
she had paid $2,640 for it.

Four large wardrobe 
trunks had been purchased and 
sent directly into storage in their 
original packing cases. Their bill 
of sale showed a cost of $2,200. 


Others undoubtedly envied Mrs. 
Carmody of her possessions and 
her wealth during her lifetime. The 
newspaper write-up of her wed- 
ding stated, in part, “Those who 
called to wish the young couple 
bon voyage lingered to admire the 
wealth of handsome wedding gifts.” 
She and her husband _ traveled 
widely all over the world and saw 
many interesting places and 
things. Yet in: her heart was the 
earnest desire to have a home of 
her own—a dream that was never 
fulfilled despite the couple’s wealth 
and other earthly treasures. It 
seems that her banker husband 
preferred living at the hotel—so 
they did. After her death her pre- 
cious treasures—except those 
willed to the Dallas Museum of 
Fine Arts—were sold to settle 
her estate. 


I do not know about Mrs. Car- 
mody’s relation to Christ, but if 
she knew Him as her personal 
Saviour her life-long ambition has 
now been fulfilled—she has a 
lovely home of her own! That 
home in Heaven is far greater 
than any mere mansion on an 
earthly hilltop.

The: poor- 
est man in town, the most desti- 
tute woman, the most deprived 
child, can have a clear title to a 
home in Heaven absolutely free 
through faith in Jesus Christ.

Heart Attacks Among Women 


Dr. Wilbur A. Thomas of the 
Department of Pathology at 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
reported in the Nutrition Reviews 
Journal that there has been a 
phenomenal increase in women’s 
heart attacks since 1940. Before 
that date there were two men for 
every one woman victim, but since 
then the ratio has increased until 
it is now about one to one. His 
reports were based upon a study 
of 17,000 autopsies performed be- 
tween 1910 and 1954 on victims 
of heart’s disease. 


It is interesting to note that 
the phenomenal rise of heart at- 
tacks among women to where 
they now match attacks among 
men, began with the rise in popu- 
larity of tobacco among women, 
the two paralleling each other 
through the years.

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I am often asked why I gave up 
evangelistic work in order to 
found .an educational institution: 
My answer is that I did not give 
up eva¥fgelistic work when I 
founded Bob Jones University. 


Evangelists Are to “Perfect 
the Saints for the Work of 
the Ministry.” That In- 
volves Defense of the 
Faith 
The Bible makes it clear that 


‘when our Lord ascended on high, 


“. .. He gave gifts unto men... 
And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evan- 
gelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; For the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ.” So the evangelist, 
pastor, and teacher, in their God- 
called, Official role, were given to 
the saints. 

The evangelist, pastor, and 
teacher, as well as all other Chris- 
tians, are supposed to be soul win- 
ners; but, remember, according to 
the Word of God, the evangelist, 
pastor, and teacher are given by 
Almighty God to the saints, and 
they are to perfect them for the 
avork of the ministry. 

We founded Bob Jcnes_ Uni- 
versity to keep the line definitely 
drawn between those who believe 
the Bible is the Word of God and 
those who believe the Bible just 
contains or may contain the Word 
of God. After being in evange- 
jistic work for many years and 
after carefully studying the Word 
of God, I am convinced that when 
aman is really born again, he be- 
lieves the Bible is the Word of 
God; and we do not believe we 
Should ever give Christian recog- 
nition to any man who thinks the 
Bible just contains or may con- 
tain the Word of God. 

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, who 
was to my mind the greatest Bi- 
ble expository preacher I have 
ever heard, years ago on a plat- 
form at Winona Lake, Indiana, 
made a statement which appears 
in the Westminster Series of ten 
volumes published by Fleming H. 
Revell Company. In discussing the 
controversy between those who be- 
lieve what the Bible says about 
the Lord Jesus Christ is true and 
those who say it is not and refuse 
to believe in the virgin birth, the 
incarnation, etc., Dr. Morgan says 
the following: 


We must understand that 
these two attitudes cannot 
merge, cannot mix, cannot 
walk together. They must in 
honesty stand apart, for if 
the thing I believe of this 
Christ is true, then those who 
rob Him—for me, at least— 
are degrading Him. I cannot 
work with them. If the thing 
they say is true, then I am:an 
idolator, for I am worshipping 
a man. 

The question is a supreme 
question, and it-is one we are 
bound to ask, and we are 
compelled to answer; and up- 
on our answer must depend 
the whole of our attitude both 
toward the Christian religion 
and all those who bear His 
name. The hour is an hour in 
which loyalty demands that 
if we believe Him to be very 
God, we reaffirm the truth 
with lip and life. 


Dr. Morgan was right. The men 
who say the Bible just contains or 
gay contain the Word of God, and 
the men who say the Bible is 
the Word of God represent two 
different religions. There is no 
way to harmonize these two posi- 
tions. When Billy Graham said 
in substance that he would go 
anywhere under any sponsorship 
as long as he could preach what 
he wants to preach, he took a po- 
sition that is unscriptural. Any 
unscriptural movement, however 
good it may look, cannot be a 
spiritual movement.

This does not include the 
ministry of Dr. Billy Graham, 
though he was once a student here. 

Years ago when I was at the 
height of my evangelistic career, 
I decided to quit releasing the 
number of professed conversions 
in my evangelistic campaigns. I 
did this for two reasons. First, 
only God knows how many people 
are really born again. Second, 
sometimes evangelists have had a 
great temptation to overestimate 
the number of converts. 

I am sure*that Dr. Stenholm, 
the dean of our School of Religion, 
is a very conservative man and 
is careful about his reports, But 
let us just take the figure Dr. 
Stenholm gave us and suppose 
we really had just half the num- 
ber of conversions as the report 


shows. This would mean that 
without any scriptural compro- 


mise, a minimum of 2,600,000 peo- 
ple have been led to Jesus Christ 
beeause of the strong evangelistic 
emphasis of Bob Jones University. 

Remember, we are not count- 
ing the people who have been led 
to Jesus Christ by child evange- 
lism groups and by people who 
did not take our ministerial train- 
ing course. Many of our very best 
personal workers are young wom- 
en Who win souls and young men 
who win souls but who are not 
preachers. 


God Has Helped Us to Keep 
Evangelistic Fires Burning 


As an evangelist, I learned 
years ago that orthodoxy never 
functions effectively without 


strong evangelistic unction. We 
opened the first year of Bob Jones 
University with a revival, and we 
have opened every year since that 
time with revival. I have been 
an evangelist since I was thirteen 
years old, and I will be seventy- 
five my next birthday. I am an 
evangelist. Bob Jones University 
is an evangelistic base. A church 
cannot remain Christian without 
an old-time, evangelistic pulpit 
and an_ old-time, evangelistic 
mourner’s bench. The same thing 
holds true in a Christian school. 
I learned that long ago. So when 
we talk about evangelism, we are 
talking about a field we have nev- 
er abandoned and a work we are 
not going to give up until Jesus 
comes again or God calls us Home. 

Every chapel program at Bob 
Jones University is a part of the 
evangelistic emphasis. This is true 
of all meetings and all

The Seminary announces, ‘“Ac- 
cordingly, no professor, lecturer, or 
special instructor is allowed to 
teach who advocates, supports, or 
adheres to any form of the inclu- 
Sive policy” of working with mod- 
ernists. 

The standard B.D. degree will be 
offered at present, upon completion 
of a three-year course with a total 
of 106 units of instruction. 

The president, Dr. John R. Dun- 
kin, A.B., Th.M., Th.D., is thirty- 
eight years of age; graduated from 
Wheaton College and from Dallas 
Theological Seminary; has had 
pastoral and seminary teaching ex- 
perience. He was for some years 
dean in the Baptist Bible Seminary 
in New York.

Moody s 
“Prejudice

In that shabby propaganda 
book, Cooperative Evangelism, Dr. 
Ferm said that D. L. Moody co- 
operated with liberals and sought 
their sponsorship in his revivals. 
In the August Moody Monthly, 
President William Culbertson of 
Moody Bible Institute answers 
that inaccurate and misleading 
teaching and complains that Dr.

eleven sermon titles are shown on 
the jacket of the book. From far 
and near there is a fine demand, 
especially among ministers, for 
this book of. gospel messages 
which God has used to revive so 
many Christians and to save so 
many sinners.

They talk about death, Hell, and 
judgment. They solemnly warn 
people that they cannot get by 
with sin. One sermon tells what 
is wrong with America, what sins 
of ours brought on the war; of 
our guilt in regard to Manchuria, 
Korea, and Ethiopia, how we sold 
out to Japan and Italy. They are 
true stories of sudden death, God’s

ple think that is strange and un- 
necessary.

WHY THE CHURCH MUST 
ESCAPE 


“The Church will not pass 
through the Great Tribulation, nor 
into any part of it. The Great 
Tribulation is a visitation of the 
wrath of God in judgment upon 
His enemies. The Church of Christ 
is His body, the fullness of Him 
that filleth all in all (Eph. 1:22, 
23). In Christ, by the reckoning 
of God, the Church has already 
passed through God’s judgment 
for sin on the cross of Calvary. 
To subject the body of Christ 
again to the billows of God’s 
wrath would be unjust, and it is 
unthinkable that a righteous God 
could permit such a thing. We 
have been, by our relation to 
Christ, ‘delivered . . from the 
wrath to come’ (I Thess. 1:9, 10). 

“The Church is also the bride 
of Christ (Eph. 5:31, 32), bone of 
His bone and flesh of His flesh, 
and they together are ‘one flesh’ 
(Gens 1:23" 24): To ‘put the 
Church through the Great Tribu- 
lation would be to subject Christ 
Himself the second time to the 
visitation of God’s wrath. It is 
impossible, and cannot be. ‘Shall 
not the Judge of all the earth do 
right?’ (Gen. 18:25). 


“And we have in Revelation 3: 
10 a definite statement showing 
that the Church will be Kept out 
of the Great Tribulation. Literally 
translated, the verse says: ‘Be- 
cause thou hast kept my enduring 
Word, I also will keep thee from 
the hour of trial, which shall come 
upon all the world, to try them 
that dwell upon the earth.’ This 
is plainly a reference to the Great 
Tribulation; and it is a promise 
to those who have kept His en- 
during Word, ‘the word of the 
Lord [which] endureth for ever’ 
(I Pet. 1:25) The true Church, 
the born-again ones, have kept His 
Word. Not that they have obeyed 
it perfectly; we do nothing per- 
fectly; but we have not discarded 
it, as the modernist does. We have 
‘a little strength,’ and have kept 
His Word, and have not denied His 
name (Rev. 3:8), and therefore, 
when the ‘hour of trial’—the day 
of God’s wrath and of the wrath 
of the Lamb—when it comes, we 
shall be taken out and kept from 
it. He who cannot lie has said it, 
and He will do it. Blessed be His 
name forever!”

It would not 
be as a thief in the night. We 


are to watch for the coming of | 


Christ and not for the tribula- 


tion. His coming for the redeemed 
will precede the awfulness of the 
tribulation time. . . . The tribu- 
lation begins when the Church 
is caught up and the Holy Spirit 
taken out of the world. The Great 
Tribulation is a time of judgment 
upon a Christ-rejecting world. We 
are going to be taken out, and 
then the judgment will fall.”

DR. M. R. DE HAAN: 


“One of the burning questions 
of the day and one which is 
arousing unusual interest is: Will 
the Church go through the tribu- 
lation? Strange as it may seem, 
although Scripture shows that the 
very essence of the blessed hope 
is the hope of escaping the tribu- 
lation, there are thousands of sin- 
cere and well-meaning Christians 
who have been misled into believ- 
ing that the Church, the bride of 
Christ, will have to go through 
that awful day. Such are the 
trickeries of the enemy. The more 
important a doctrine is, the more 
Satan seeks to confuse God’s peo- 
ple. It is easy to understand why 
he hates the truth of the immi- 
nent return of the Lord Jesus, 
for there is nothing in the world 
that will cause men to live watch- 
fully and carefully as much as 
the expectation of His ‘any mo- 
ment’ return. This confusion 
among Christians has made it dif- 
ficult to interest the unsaved in 
salvation, since they look at these 
differences and confusion among 
Christians and do not believe that 
salvation is real.”

If the Church goes through the 
tribulation then we have no “bless- 
ed hope” to look forward to, but 
dark days of tribulation. If the 
Church goes through half of the 
tribulation, then Jesus could not 
return at any moment. The mod- 
ernists and the liberals would like 
for us to believe this. In the Old 
Testament, Enoch, representing 
the Church, escaped the _ flood 
because he was translated to Heav- 
en. So will the Church escape 
the tribulation by being translated 
to Heaven. Noah went through the 
flood, as Israel will go through 
the Great Tribulation.

life. I searched the Word for some- 
thing more, for I tried to tell 
myself that just one verse wasn’t 
enough. As I read Romans 12:2 
—‘‘And be not conformed to THIS 
world: but be ye TRANS- 
FORMED |changed| by the re- 
newing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect will of God,” 
I was more certain that He was 
leading me to a decision that 
would involve many adjustments, 
for it isn’t easy for one to take 
a step in the opposite direction 
from society. But then, neither 
did I want to live a life of rebel- 
lion to God, for I knew that if 
I wasn't willing to obey Him in 
this, neither could I expect Him 
to enable me to come through 
the more difficult testings of life. 

I said, “Lord, I must be sure. 
If there is glory in my long hair, 
then I will keep it that way for 
your sake; but give me just one 
more indication of your will, and 
if you do, I will yield my life to 
Thee completely. Show me how to 
arrange my hair, for I know it 
can become unmanageable, and an 
unkempt appearance is no testi- 
mony for Thee.” 

Several days. later while visit- 
ing me, a Christian friend, in the 
midst of our conversation, said, 
“Let me see what I can do with 
your hair,” and proceeded to ar- 
range it in different ways. She 
knew nothing of the inner turmoil 
I was having in seeking to know 
the Lord’s will concerning this 
matter, for I had not mentioned 
it to her; nevertheless, the Lord 
had fulfilled my last request and 
I could do nothing less than. let 
Him have His way. 

Little did I know the struggle 
that was to follow, for the enemy 
of our souls began immediately to 
tempt and frustrate me, trying to 
cause me to go back on my prom- 
ise to the Lord. 

The first test came a short time 
later when I was given money for 
a birthday gift and told to have 
a permanent wave put in my hair. 
Though I was deeply appreciative, 
at the risk of misunderstanding, I 
returned the money praying that 
I would be able to make plain 
why I could not accept the gift. 
Doubts began to fill my mind, 
causing me to wonder if I.was 
sure it was the right thing to do. 
“Maybe I was wrong,” and, ‘“‘What 
does it matter?” I thought. ““Many 
Christian women have short hair 
and they are being used in many 
ways, serving the Lord. I’m still 
a young woman; why should I 


try to make myself look old!” 
“Don’t expect your husband to 
loye you looking like that,” Satan 
told me; and, “What will people 
think? Nobody lets their hair 
grow long any more; don’t be old- 
fashioned. The Lord doesn’t ex- 
pect you to go to such extremes.” 

Intermingled with the times of 
doubting and temptation were also 
the periods of sane thinking when 


the Holy Spirit would reassure me 
that it mattered not what others 


would think; but what was of: ut- 
most importance was whether or 
not I was pleasing my precious 
Lord. 


The time and efforts consumed 
in trying ‘to keep myself present- 
able, I suppose, were the most try- 
ing to my impatient spirit, for: be- 
ing a mother with four small chil- 
dren to care for leaves little ex- 
tra time available. Knowing this, 
I rebelled at the inconvenience in 
my first attempts to accept the 
necessary adjustments, and many 
were the times at my wit’s end 
and in tears, on the verge of giving 
up to defeat, that the Lord’s grace 
was proved sufficient, my pride 
brought low; new patience and 
wisdom given, and a humbling ef- 
fect as I never experienced before. 
God’s encouragements came at the 
right time, for I Corinthians 10:13 
was again proven true. “He will 
WITH THE TEMPTATION make 
a way of escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it.” 

Now, instead. of unrest and 
doubt, there was a _ convincing 
presence of His peace which had 
been absent for so long and which 
comes always and only as a result 
of obedience to Him. 

The advances of sin in-~ the 
world today are so commonly ac- 
cepted in society that the Church 
in this generation knows little or 
nothing of the convictions for 
which our Christian ancestors 
gave their lives in trying to main- 
tain. 

Many of the identifying char- 
acteristics by which a child of 
God was known are fast disap- 
pearing. Perhaps Satan has not 
kept you in darkness as far as 
your salvation is concerned, but 
has he kept you from letting your 
light shine? 

“Jesus Christ, the same yester- 
day, and today, and forever” (Heb. 
13:8) and His Word still says, 
“Come out from among them and 
be separate” (II Cor. 6:17). Satan 
is still the same, too, and is de- 
ceiving millions by causing born- 
again believers to live so con- 
formed to this world that no one 
ean tell the difference between 
them and the unsaved.

All the Parables Show the 
World Not Getting Better 


The testimony of all these para- 
bles of Jesus is that the world will 
grow worse, not better, that not 
all will be converted, that there 
will be tares among the wheat: 
even to “the end of the world” 
there will be bad fish in the net 
with the good fish, foolish virgins 
without oil as well as wise virgins 
with oil, even when the Saviour 
comes for His bride (Matt. 25:1- 
13); there will be many who re- 
ject the King’s invitation to the 
marriage of His Son and some 
even then who will try to get in 
without the wedding garment 
(Matt. 22:1-14). There is not a 
hint of the postmillennial idea that 
the world is to get better and 
better until the millennium of uni- 
versal righteousness and happiness 
is brought in. Nothing that man 
can do, not even the Gospel of 
Christ, will change the present 
V%.¢ked world into a righteous one 
or the race of Christ-rejecters who 
crucified the Saviour into a holy 
generation. Many individuals will 
be saved throughout this present 


age, but only the return of Christ, 


the judgment and destruction of 
many wicked and other superna- 
tural events which will attend it, 
will bring in the greatly desired 
and long promised kingdom of 
Christ. 


The Parable Explained 


The parable of the sower is giv- 
en in verses 3 to 8, and explained 
in verses 18 to 23. The same para- 
ble is reported and explained in 
Mark 4:3-20 and in Luke 8:5-15, 
Which are parallel passages with 
this. Be careful that you follow 
closely the interpretation which 
Jesus Himself gave. Notice the fol- 
lowing facts: “The seed is the 
word of God” (Luke 8:11). The 
Gospel is represented as being 
preached to four classes of hear- 
ers: 

(1) The careless or indifferent 
hearer upon whom it makes no 


impression, like seed by the way- 


side or turnrow which is picked 
up by the birds. So Satan takes 
the Gospel out of the hearts of 
casual and indifferent hearers 
(vss. 4, 19). 

(2) Some who seem to receive 
the Gospel but have no real change 
of heart. Jesus says of such an 
one, “yet hath he not root in 
himself’ (vs. 21). When persecu- 
tion or trouble arises such a false 
professor is offended. This cer- 
tainly pictures people who are 
interested in religion, perhaps 
make some claim to be Christians, 
but never ‘definitely, personally 
trust Christ for salvation. They 
have no root in themselves, are 
unsaved (vss. 5, 21). 

(3) The seed that fell among 
thorns (vs. 7) represents those 
who hear the word and receive it 
(vs. 22). Such people are evident- 
ly saved, but their lives do not 
bring forth good fruit for the 


, 
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Master. “The care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, 
choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful.” People can be really 
saved who “bring no fruit to per- 
fection” (Luke 8:14): First 
Corinthians 3:12-15 shows how a 
Christian can be saved, so as by 
fire, With his work burned up like 
wood, hay, and stubble. Many 
Christians who have been once 
useful later allow the cares of 
this worid or the deceitfulness of 
riches to “choke the word’ so 
that they “become unfruitful.” 

(4) Some hear the word, receive 
it, like seed cast into good, clean 
ground and bear abundant fruit, 
thirtyfold, sixtyfold,; or a hundred- 
fold. : 

The first two cases seem to be 
of unsaved people and the last 
two cases of Christians. We should 
notice that some are just as cer- 
tainly unsaved being friendly to- 
ward religion and perhaps in the 
church as others totally indifferent 
to the miracles of Christ, while on 
the other hand we must be sure 
that some are truly saved whose 
Christian testimony is choked with 
the weeds of worldliness and the 
thorns of covetousness or toil. 

Then let every preacher’ be 
warned that not all will hear his 
message. Some who appear to do 
so are never truly saved. Some 
who are truly saved will break 
his heart by failing to bring any 
fruit to perfection. Some will sur- 
prise him gladly, however, with 
fruit ‘fa hundredfold!”

boosted the New York Crusade, 
sponsored largely by modernists. 
And Moody Institute seems more 
anxious to invite those who run 
with modernists to its platform 
than those who oppose modernism 
out-and-out, We _ believe’ that 
Moody Institute stands for the 
historic Christian faith and the in- 
errant Bible, but I fear it does not 
cpenly, aggressively ‘“‘contend for 
the faith” as we are commanded 
to do. At any rate, Moody Monthly 
turned down the ad of Bob Jones 
University answering sneering and 
scornful attacks of the disciples of 
the ‘‘New Evangelicalism” on out- 
and-out fundamentalists. And 
Youth for Christ magazine turned 
down the same ad. 

But we have no fight with 
Moody Bible Institute or Youth 
for Christ. They are not the issue. 
The issue is whether those who do 
not want the reproach of being 
called fundamentalists and do not 
want to run with fundamentalists 
primarily but want to run with 
modernists and middle-of-the-road- 
ers will take over Christian insti- 
tutions and lead them back into 
fellowship with modernists in the 
principal denominations and in the 
National Council of Churches. 
That obviously is their intention. 


Who Are the “New Evangel- 
icals”? What Do They Be- 
lieve? What Do They 
Plan? 


Some years ago a group of 
younger self-styled “intellectuals” 
began to form a movement in pro- 
test against the out-and-out fun- 
damentalism of great men of the 
past. Some Wheaton College men 
were involved. Dr. Ockenga, the 
first president of Fuller Theologi- 
cal Seminary, openly reports in 
the news again and again that he 
is the founder and originator of 
the movement. Perhaps the first 
clear-cut statement representing a 
large group of these men who have 
the same attitude and are trying 
to get away from the reproach of 
fundamentalists and are seeking 
a position which would be more 


_ favorably viewed by modernists, 


was in the Christian Life maga- 


? 


zine article of March, 1956: “Is 
Evangelical Theology Changing?”’ 
Dr. Carl Henry had written a book 
along that line, The Uneasy Con- 
science of Fundamentalism. Dr. 
Barnhouse had apologized to the 
Presbyterian leaders concerning 
the modernists he had previously 
attacked. Among the contributors 
to the Christian Life article listed 
were Dr. Vernon Grounds of Con- 
servative Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, Denver; Dr. Carl F. H. Hen- 
ry of Fuller Seminary, Pasadena; 
Dr. Kenneth Kantzer, department 
of Bible, Wheaton College; Dr. 
Bernard Ramm, department of 
religion, Baylor University; Dr. 
Warren C. Young, dean of North- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
and others. Most of these men had 
already aligned themselves and 
were already active in a well-de- 
fined movement. Bernard Ramm 
had written his book,. The Chris- 
tian View of Science and Scrip- 
ture, taking approximately the 
evolutionary position indicating 
some inaccuracies in the Bible. Dr. 
Vernon Grounds wrote an article 
sneering at fundamentalists, ap- 
pearing in Eternity magazine. 

In the article, “Is Evangelical 
Theology Changing?” first Billy 
Graham was quoted: “I don’t call 
myself a fundamentalist” because, 
says Christian Life, ‘there was an 
aura of bigotry and narrowness 
associated with the term—which 
he certainly hoped was not true of 


41 himself.” The article objects that 


the theological discussion on the 
virgin birth was so heated that it 
got in the newspapers. J. Gresham 
Machen of Princeton and William 
Jennings Bryan in the Scopes Trial 
are among the fundamentalists of 
the past who the “New Evangeli- 
cals’”’ do not wish to be like. The 
difference according to the Chris- 
tian Life article, representing fif- 
teen or twenty of the young “in- 
tellectuals,”’ is, 
“In short, fundamentalism 
has become evangelicalism. 
“The fundamentalist watch- 
word is ‘Ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith.’ The evan- 
gelical emphasis is ‘Ye must be 
born again.’ 


“That’s the major change in

Since that time, the “New Evan- 
gelicals’” have been organized a 
little better. Dr. Billy Graham 
gave $10,000 (he told me), and 
raised a great deal more to help 
establish Christianity Today, the 
very highbrow publication of the 
“New Evangelical” viewpoint. Dr. 
Carl Henry of Fuller Seminary 
became editor, Dr. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick was quoted extensive- 
ly, neo-orthodox writers are 
quoted occasionally. 

The article mentioned in Chris- 
tian Life for March, 1956, and the 
series of articles on “The Story of 
Creation”: “Origin of the  ni- 
verse” (March, 1955), “Life and 
How It Began” (September, 1955), 
“The Development of Life” (Janu- 
ary, 1956), and “The Creation of 
Man” (May, 1956) were intended 
to gain the favor of unbelievirig 
scholars and to show that the 
“New Evangelicals” were not as 
narrow as the old-time fundamen- 
talists. 

These articles sided in with the 
speculations of scientists that the 
universe is five billion years old, 
that in “creation” God probably 
used natural methods and devel- 
opment, through ages, that man 
was probably from 200,000 to 300,- 
000 years old. Leaders in the 
movement say nice things about 
neo-orthodoxy, though they do not 
agree with it. The Christian Life 
article of March, 1956, says, “Few 
evangelical theologians believe to- 
day the view that it [the Bible] 
was ‘dictated’ by God much as a 
business man does when he says, 
‘Take a letter, Miss Brown.’” The 
leaders in the movement generally 
tend to favor the post-tribulation 
rapture, getting away from the 
teaching of the imminent coming 
of Christ. They have, that article 
states, “an increased emphasis on 
scholarship,” and Cornelius Van 
Til is quoted: ‘“To present the full 
implication of the Gospel requires 
a body of men who are trained in 
the sciences and in_ philosophy 
and who fathom the significance 
of the Christian religion for these 
fields.” Oh my! © 


What Impact Are the “New 
Evangelicals” Having on 
Bible-Believing 
Institutions? 

The pressure in Youth for Christ 
circles and in Moody Monthly to 
keep out any answer to the “New 
Evangelicals” illustrates the well- 
organized influence of the “New 

Evangelicals.” 

Fuller Theological Seminary has 
been greatly affected. Dr. Harold 
Ockenga, the first president, an- 
nounced openly, “We are _ not 
come-outers;” that is, the school 
was not intended to train people 
to come out of denominations con- 
trolled by modernists. Dr. Carnell, 
the new president, recommends 
the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible instead of other trans- 
lations made by Bible-believing 
scholars, and so do a number of 
other professors there, and Dr. 
Fuller defends them in this, in a 
letter which I have seen. Some of 
the professors there have given up 
the position of the-imminent com- 
ing of Christ and believe in the 
post-tribulation rapture theory. 
There are some noble, good men at 
Fuller, but the ‘New Evangelical” 
influence is strong. 


In Wheaton College the “New} 


Evangelicals” have been very ac- 
tive. One teacher who was re- 
ported to have liberal tendencies 
was kept several years, is now 
gone. In a statement, “The Whea- 
ton Position on Inspiration,” the 
Bible faculty state: “A true and 
living orthodoxy we believe must 
never become static. No true or- 
thodoxy lives on the orthodoxy of 
the past. If we remain loyal to the 
faith of our fathers, we dare not 
merely repeat their answers to op- 
ponents of a generation ago. We 
must rethink the doctrines of reve- 


would greatly {tation and inspiration for our own 


generation and must fight on the 
battle-lines as they are drawn to- 
day.” Dr. Edman writes this edi- 
tor that THE Sworp or THE LorD 
position is evidently “the dictation 
theory” which he himself does not 
believe. Wheaton College profes- 
sors had a strong part in the ser- 
ies of articles in Christian Life 
magazine. 

Dr. Paine, president of Hough- 
ton College, in the introduction to 
Cooperative Evangelism, attacks

The Conservative Baptist Sem- 
inary in Denver, Dr. Vernon 
Grounds, president, is strongly 
“New Evangelical” and anti-fun- 
damentalism in viewpoint, and is a 
point of division in the whole Con- 
servative Baptist movement, 

Christianity Today, although the 
editor announced it would “not 


be against anything,” allows a lit-. 


tle variation from that position 
when it comes to fundamental- 
ists! The editor had a series of 
articles, “Shall. We Renew the 
Fundamentalist-Modernist Contro- 
versy?” The executive editor, Dr. 
Beli, frequently excoriates the 
“Pharisees,” “hypocrites,” and 
others, terms which he applies to 
out-and-out fundamentalists. 


In the evangelistic field, a dead- 
ly work has been done by the in- 
fliential “New — Evangelicals.” 
Chuck Templeton, fiery evangelist 
of Toronto, was persuaded to go 
to Princeton, where he - gained 
prestige, got a smattering of schol- 
arship, and came out to be evan- 
gelist for the National Council of 
Churches! But he had absorbed 
the poison of unbelief and has now 
repudiated his faith, has quit the 
ministry, divorced his wife, and 
taken up a TV _ entertainment 
career. 

Dr. Bob Pierce, Youth for Christ 
leader and evangelist, turned 
toward the mission field, but fol- 
lowed the example of Dr. Billy 
Graham and others in yoking up 
with modernists as well as believ- 
ers, with Kagawa in Japan as well 
as with Bible-believing missionar- 
ies. Dr. Graham himself has been 
the most ardent advocate of yok- 
ing up with modernists to have re- 
vival, and the most glaring exam- 
ple of it. Two or three other na- 
tionally known evangelists have 
followed his counsel and example. 

Dr. Barnhouse has gone back 
heartily into the Presbyterian 
fold, stopped all fight against mod- 
ernists, is now a disciple of love, 
and has been-rewarded with a Na- 
tional Council of Churches radio 
program and other honors. And he 
urges others not to separate from 
denominations or- denominational 
programs on the basis of modern- 
ism and unbelief, as I understand 
his position. 

Will we soon be hearing that 
Dr. Norman Vincent Peale is 
preaching his psychology and posi- 
tive thinking at Winona Lake, in- 
stead of the old-time Gospel? Will 
Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell of 
New York City, Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham’s enthusiastic supporter and 
one of the principal sponsors for 
his New York crusade, be preach- 
ing at Winona Lake that the vir- 
gin birth is not essential to being 
a good Presbyterian preacher or 
other preacher, as he affirmed in a 


Look magazine article? Will we 
soon find that those who do not 
believe in the verbal inspiration 
of the Bible and vary on “theories 
of the atonement,” as Dr. Billy 
Graham said some of his friends 
who help in his campaigns do, be 
speaking regularly on the historic 
Winona Lake Conference Ground 
platform? That is altogether pos- 
sible. For Dr. Billy Graham and 
his. associates have offered to 
raise 1% million dollars; if they 
will be given control of Winona 
Lake and if its programs will be 
turned over to the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association! It is the 
aim.and effort for the “New Evan- 
gelicals’” to take control of as 
many of the Bible-believing insti- 
tutions. as possible, and to take 
control away from the fundamen- 
talists who paid the price to build 
these institutions, And that well- 
organized scheme, well-financed by 
millionaires’ money, is far enough 
along to frighten and give deepest 
concern to those who have for 
years earnestly contended for the 
faith. 


We are out-and-out fundamen- 
talists. On the front page of THE 
SWORD OF THE Lorp for twenty- 
four years we have published the 
statement that we are for “the 
verbal inspiration of the Bible, the 
deity of Christ, His blood atone- 
ment, salvation by faith, New 
Testament soul winning and the 
premillennial return of Christ;” 
and we have said all these years 
that THE Sworp “opposes modern- 
ism, worldliness and formalism.” 
We still do. If that is “rank” fun- 
damentalism, then we are rank 
fundamentalists. If that is “ultra” 
fundamentalism, then we are ultra 
fundamentalists. If contending for 
the faith is obnoxious to some, 
then we will have to be obnoxious 
and try to be true to Christ. If 
that closes some doors to us, then 
we will trust the Lord, who opens 
the doors and no man can shut 
them, to open others.

out of nothing, who by a breath 
put life into the world—do you 
think that if He says, “Thou shalt 
be clean,’ you will not? 


Now, you can make a wonder- 
ful exchange today.

A man thinks it a great honor 
when he has achieved a victory 
that causes his name to be men- 
tioned in the English Parliament, 
or in the presence of the Queen 
and her court. How excited we 
used to be during the war, when 
some general did something ex- 
traordinary, and someone got up 
in Congress to confess his ex- 
ploits; how the papers used to talk 
about it! In China, we read, the 
highest ambition of the success- 
ful soldier is to have his name 
written in the palace or temple of 
Confucius. But just think of hav- 
ing your name mentioned in the 
kingdom of Heaven by the Prince 
of Glory, by the Son of God, be- 
cause you confess Him here on 
earth! You confess Him here; He 
will confess you yonder. 

If you wish to be brought into 
the clear light of liberty, you must 
take your stand on Christ’s side. I 
have known many Christians who 


+20 groping about in darkness, and 


never get into the clear light of 
the kingdom, because they were 
ashamed to confess the Son of 
God. We are living in a day when 
men want a religion without the 
cross. They want the crown, but 
not the cross. But if we are to be 
disciples of Jesus Christ, we have 
to take up our crosses daily—not 
once a year, or on the Sabbath, 
but daily. And if we take up our 
crosses and follow Him, we shall 
be blessed in the very act. 

I remember a man in New York 
who used to come and pray with 
me, He had his cross. He was 
afraid to confess Christ. It seemed 
that down at. the bottom of his 
trunk he had a Bible. He wanted 
to get it out and read it to the 
companion with whom he lived, 
but he was ashamed to do it. For 
a whole week that was his cross; 
and after he had carried the bur- 
den that long, and after a terrible 
struggle, he made up his mind. 
He said, “I will take my Bible 
out tonight and read it.’ He took 
it out, and soon he heard the foot- 
steps of his mate coming upstairs. 

His first impulse was to put it 
away again, but then he thought 
he would not—he would face his 
companion with it. His mate came 
in, and seeing him at his Bible 
said, “John, are you interested in 
these things?” 

“Yes,” he replied. 

“How long has this been, then?” 
asked his companion. 

“Exaetly a week,” he answered; 
“for a whole week I have tried 
to get out my Bible to read to 
you, but I have never done so till 
now,” 

“Well,” said his friend, “it is.a 
strange thing. J was converted on 
the same night, and I too was 
ashamed to take my Bible out.” >

a life of righteousness.” You are 
ashamed to open your Bible and 
read that blessed Psalm, “The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not 
want.” You are ashamed,to be 
seen on your knees, No man can 
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Seven “I Wills” of Christ 
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be a disciple of Jesus Christ with! 


out bearing His cross. A _ great 
many people want to know how it 
is Jesus Christ has so few disci- 
ples, whilst Mahomet has so many. 
‘The reason is that Mahomet gives 
no cross to bear. There are so 
few men who will come out to 
take their stand. 


I was struck during the Ameri- 
can war with the fact that there 
were so many men who could go 
to the cannon’s mouth without 
trembling, but who had not cour- 
age to take up their Bibles to 
read them at night. They were 
ashamed of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, which is thespower of God 
unto salvation. ““Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him wil! I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven.” 


4. The “I Will” of Service 


The next J will is the “I will” 
of service. 

There are a good many Chris- 
tians who have been quickened 
and aroused to say, “I want to do 
some service for Christ.” 


Well, Christ says, “Follow me, 
and I will make you fishers of 
men,” 

There is no Christian who. can- 
not help to bring someone to the 
Saviour. Christ says, “And I, if 
I be lifted up, will draw all men 
unto me’; and our business is just 
to lift up Christ. 


Our Lord said, ‘Follow Me, 
Peter, and I will make you a 
fisher of men’; and Peter simply 
obeyed Him, and there on that 
day of Pentecost we see the re- 
sult. Peter had a good haul on 
the day of Pentecost. I doubt if 
he ever caught so many fish in 
one day as. he did men on that 
day. It would have broken every 
net they had on board, if they 
had had to drag ‘up three thousand 
fishes. 

I read some time ago of a man 
who took passage in a stage coach. 
There were first, second and 
third-class passengers. But when 
he looked into the coach, he saw 
all the passengers sitting together 
without distinction. He could not 
understand it till by-and-by they 
came to a hill, and the coach 
stopped, and the driver called out, 
“First-class passengers keep their 
seats, second-class passengers get 
out and walk, third-class passen- 
gers get behind and push.” 

Now in the church we have no 
room for first-class passengers— 
people who think that salvation 
means an easy ride all the way 
to Heaven. We have no room for 
second-class passengers—people 
who are carried most of the time, 
and who, when they must work 
out their own salvation, go trudg- 
ing on giving never a_ thought 
to helping their fellows along. All 
church members ought to be 
third-class passengers—ready . to 
dismount and push all together, 
and push with a will. 

That was John Wesley’s defini- 
tion of a church—“All at it, and 
always at it.’ Every Christian 
ought to be a worker. He need not 
be a preacher, he need not be an 
evangelist, to be useful. He may 
be useful in business. See what 
power an employer has, if he 
likes! How he could labor with 
his employees, and in his business 
relations! Often a man can be far 
more useful in a business sphere 
than he could in another. 

There is one reason, and a great 
reason, why so many do not suc- 
ceed. I have been asked by a 
great many good men, “Why is 
it we don’t have any results? We 
work hard, pray hard, and preach 
hard, and yet the success does not 
come.” I will tell you. It is be- 
cause they spend all their time 
mending their nets. No wonder 
they never catch anything. 

The great matter is to hold in- 
quiry meetings, and thus pull the 
net in and see if you have caught 
anything. If you are always mend- 
ing and setting the net, you won't 
catch many fish. Whoever heard 
of a man going out to fish and 
setting his net, then letting it stop 
there and never pulling it in? Ev- 
ervbody would laugh at the man’s 
folly. 

A: minister in England came to 
me one day, and said, “I wish 
you would tell me why we minis- 


ters don’t succeed better than we 
do,”’ 


I brought before him this idea 
of pulling in the net, and I said, 
“You ought to pull in your nets. 
There are many ministers in Man- 
chester who can preach much bet- 


ter than I can, but I pull in the 
net.” 


Many people have objections to 
inquiry meetings, but I urged up- 
on him the importance of them, 
and the minister said, “I never 
did pull in my net, but I will try 
next Sunday.” 


He did so, and eight persons, 
anxious inquirers, went into his 
Study. The next Sunday he came 
down to see me, and said he had 
never had such a Sunday in his 
life. He had met with marvelous 
blessing. The next time he drew 
the net there were forty, and 
when he came to see me later, 
he said to me joyfully, ‘““Moopy, I 
HAVE HAD EIGHT HUNDRED CONVER- 
SIONS THIS LAST YEAR! It is a great 
mistake I did not begin earlier to 
pull in the net.” 


So, my friends, if you want to 
catch men, just pull in the net. 
If you only catch one, it will be 
something. It may be a little 
child, but I have known a little 
child to convert a whole family. 
You don’t know what is in that 
little dull-headed boy in the in- 
quiry room; he may become a 
Martin Luther, a reformer that 
shall make the world tremble— 
you cannot tell. God uses the weak 
things of this world to confound 
the mighty. God’s promise is as 
good as a bank note—‘“I promise 
to pay So-and-So,” and here is 
one of Christ’s promissory notes— 
“If you follow Me, I will make you 
fishers of men.” Will you not lay 
hold of,the promise and trust it 
and follow Him now? 


If a man preaches the Gospel, 
and preaches it faithfully, he 
ought to expect results then and 
there. I believe it is the privilege 
of God's children to reap the fruit 
of their labor three hundred and 
sixty-five days in the year. 

“Well, but,” say some, “is there 
not a sowing time as well as 
harvest?” 

Yes, it is true, there is; but 
then, you can sow with one hand, 
and reap with the other. What 
would you think of a farmer who 
went on sowing all the year round, 
and never thought of reaping? I 
repeat it: we want to sow with 
one hand and reap with the oth- 
er; and if we look for the fruit 
of our labors, we shall see it. “‘I, 
if I be lifted up, will draw all 
men unto me.” We must lift Christ 
up and then seek men out and 
bring them to Him. 

You must use the right kind of 
bait. A good many don’t do this, 
then they wonder they are not 
successful. You see them getting 
up all kinds of entertainments 
with which to try and catch men. 
They go the wrong way to work. 
This perishing world wants Christ 
and Him crucified. There’s a void 
in every man’s bosom that wants 
filling up, and if we only approach 
him with the right kind of bait, 
we shall catch him. This poor 
world needs a Saviour; and if we 
are going to be successful in catch- 
ing men, we must preach Christ 
crucified—not His life only, but 
His death. And if we are only 
faithful in doing this, we shall 
succeed. And why? Because there 
is His promise: “If you follow me, 
I will make you fishers of men.” 
That promise holds just as good 
to you and me as it did to His dis- 
ciples, and is as true now as it 
was in their time. 

Think of Paul up yonder. Peo- 
ple are going up every day and 
every hour, men and women who 


have been brought to Christ 
through his writings. He _ set 
streams in motion that have 


flowed on for more than a thou- 
sand years, I can imagine men 
going up there and saying, “Paul, 
I thank you for writing that let- 
ter to the Ephesians; I found 
Christ in that.” “Paul, I thank 
you for writing that epistle to the 
Corinthians.” “Paul, I found 
Christ in that epistle to the Phi- 
lippians.” “I thank you, Paul, for 
that epistle to the Galatians; I 
found Christ in that.” 

And so, I suppose, they are go- 
ing up still, thanking Paul all the 
while for what he had done. Ah, 
when Paul was put in prison he

They have no hope in the resur- 
rection; but every child of God 
can open that chapter and read 
the promise, and his heart ought 
to leap within him for joy as he 
reads it. 


You know the tradesman gen- 
erally puts the best specimens of 
his wares in the window to show 
us the quality of his stock. And 
so, when Christ was down here, 
He gave us a specimen of what 
He could do. He raised three from 
the dead, that we might know 
what power He had. There was 
(1) Jairus’ daughter, (2) the wid- 
and (3) Lazarus of 
Bethany. He raised all three of 
them so that every doubt might 
be swept away from our hearts. 

How dark and gloomy this 
world would be if we had no hope 
in the _ resurrection; 
when we lay our little children
